Applicant, in response 35 USC 112 rejection, 
has directed Exmainer's attention to paragraphs [3727 - 3870] of instant specification. Examiner suggest the Appliant to amend the claims 
with additional limitations to disclose fully and to amend such limitations from the above Applicant cited paragraphs [3727-3870] to 
overcome the cited prior art rejection.
